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Racing yard and homes 
on stud site are refused

A HOUSING development that 
would have contributed to “more 
than doubling” the size of a village 
near Newmarket have been refused 
by councillors. 

Plans for 63 homes and a 20-box 
racehorse training yard were sub¬ 
mitted for the Meddler Stud site in 
Kentford - the latest in a string of 
applications since 2012. 

The last application, two years 
ago, was for 133 homes, and was 
refused - and again at appeal - 
because it was contrary to Forest 
Heath’s policy to retain horseracing 
land for racing purposes. 

And at a planning committee 
meeting at Forest Heath District 
Council last week, councillors 
unanimously refused the latest bid 
for 63 homes and a training yard 
because it was still “contrary to 
council equine policies”. 

The same policy has prevented 
development of Queensbury Lodge 
on Newmarket High Street, which 
has caused controversy as the site 
has consequently been derelict for 
many years. 

Concerns were also raised that 
Kentford would not be able to cope 
with the extra homes. 

Cllr Carol Lynch, district coun¬ 
cillor for Kentford, welcomed the 
decision. She said: “Kentford has 


already made a good contribution 
to houses we need in Forest Heath 
over all. 

“We have over 100 houses in the 
pipeline at the moment from other 
planning applications which will 
double the size of the village.” 

And she said the infrastructure 
that’s required for extra homes 
needs to be put in place first. 

Cllr Bill Rampling, chairman of 
Moulton Parish Council, said the 


councillors felt the applications 
would have been better received if 
they came up gradually. Instead, a 
number of applications had been 
submitted for the village in a short 
period of time so houses “cannot be 
absorbed comfortably”. 

He said: “The amount of housing 
coming in will more than double 
the size of the village with no extra 
infrastructure. 

“The village is not against the de¬

velopment but it has to be a site the 
community can absorb without be¬ 
ing changed.” 

Andrew Appleby, former district 
councillor who spoke against the 
proposal at last Wednesday’s meet¬ 
ing, said: “It is very easy to build a 
lot of houses but if you don’t have 
the infrastructure you have a prob¬ 
lem. 

“If you build these houses with¬ 
out any infrastructure you end up 


with ghettos.” 

Issues were raised at the propos¬ 
als for a racing yard on the site, with 
William Gittus, managing director 
at fockey Club Estates, say¬ 
ing it would only work if 
houses were not includ¬ 
ed in the proposals. 

Mr Gittus said: “A 
training yard could 
work on the site but not 
of the design and scale 
put forward in this ap¬ 
plication. 

“There was a focus on a 
20-box training yard because 
that’s what the inspector happened 
to mention in the last appeal. That 
was a general interpretation from 
the report. 

“What the inspector did not 
say was that as long as we have a 
training yard we can build houses, 
but that was the interpretation by 
some.” 

The site is currently in “disre¬ 
pair”, councillors were told. 

Mr Appleby added: “There is a 
possibility this site could remain 
derelict for many years to come. If 
that happens, this site could be the 
next Queensbury Lodge.” 

Patrick A’hern of Agora Develop¬ 
ments, which submitted the appli¬ 
cation, said they had “something in 
hand” for the future of the site but 
would not comment any further.

THE detective who quizzed 
‘calm’ paedophile doctor 
Myles Bradbury has urged 
him to break his silence from 
his prison cell about other 
children he may have abused 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Detective Constable Claire 
Edwards has made a plea to 
the jailed medic to put fami¬ 
lies out of their misery after 
he refused to reveal all of his 
victims during three inter¬ 
views with the officer. 

At least 54 parents and 
members of the public have 
contacted the NSPCC since 
it set up a helpline for people 
affected by Bradbury who 
was sentenced to 22 years 
in prison after he abused 18 
children aged between 10 and 
16 over a period of four-and- 
a-half years while working at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

But Bradbury from Her- 
ringswell near Newmarket, 
described as “cold and calcu¬ 
lating”, has refused to speak 
about the number of children 
he abused. 

Det Con Edwards was the 
officer in charge of the inves¬ 
tigation and questioned him 
three times as well as inter¬ 
viewing the vast majority of 
the families whose children 
were his victims. 

She told the News : “He was

calm in every interview. It 
would have been good for 
the families if he had spoken 
about who he had abused, but 
I interviewed him on three 
separate occasions and all he 
would say was his name and 
date of birth and answered all 
questions with ‘no comment’. 

“I had to speak to the fami¬ 
lies who did not even know 
their children had been his 
victims. This has had a mas¬ 
sive impact on the families. 
They thought their children 
were going through normal 
medical procedures. Once 
I told them what had really 
happened they were devas¬ 
tated. 

“His sentence was massive 
and I spoke to the families af¬ 
ter and they tell me they felt 
it was appropriate. They were 
happy about the sentence but 


they are still picking up the 
pieces. 

“The hospital has been in¬ 
credible and done everything 
they could to help the inves¬ 
tigation and worked closely 
with the families affected.” 

The doctor filmed some 
victims using a spy pen and 
abused others behind a cur¬ 
tain while their parents were 
in the room. 

Det Con Edwards said: “We 
found two pens with cameras. 

“One of them we couldn’t 
retrieve any film from and the 
other had images on them 
but they were not deemed of a 
sexual nature but you have to 
ask why he would be filming 
children on a camera pen.” 

Bradbury pleaded guilty to 
25 offences, including sexual 
assault, voyeurism and pos¬ 
sessing more than 16,000 in¬ 
decent images. 

All of the victims suffered 
from leukaemia, haemophilia 
or other serious conditions 
and some have since died. 

Bradbury could face an¬ 
other court case as new alle¬ 
gations emerge and Adden¬ 
brooke’s could be hit with big 
compensation claims.

Racing industry: 
‘Right to reform 
out-of-date levy’

THE horseracing industry 
has welcomed news that the 
horseracing betting levy will 
be reformed, as announced 
in the Autumn Statement 
document on Wednesday. 

The document an¬ 
nounced that consulta¬ 
tion would start early next 
year on how to introduce a 
Racing Right to replace the 
Horserace Betting Levy. 

The levy, which is col¬ 
lected on the profits from 
horseracing bets and is 
distributed to improve the 
sport, has long been criti¬ 
cised for being out of date. 

So far, the department for 
culture, media and sport 
have been consulting about 
two options - to replace the 
levy, or to reform the cur¬ 
rent levy. 

Now it has been an¬ 
nounced that the levy will 
be reformed with a Racing 
Right - which means charg¬ 
ing bookmakers for the 
right to take bets on British 
racing.

The Racing Right news 
has been welcomed by 
many. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock said: “I am delight¬ 
ed that the Autumn State¬ 
ment included the Racing 
Right. 

“I have been calling for 
a replacement for the Levy 
for years and I wrote to the 
Chancellor about the vital 
need for a fair and viable 
framework which will work 
for the long term. 

“A Racing Right does ex¬ 


actly that and it will help 
enhance the already large 
contribution the racing in¬ 
dustry makes to our econ¬ 
omy, supporting major job 
creation too. This is fantas¬ 
tic news for the future of 
horseracing.”

A MEMORIAL to remember 
a “spontaneous act of hu¬ 
manity” amongst the horror 
of war has been unveiled in 
Belgium by students from 
Mildenhall.

“The ceremony was a fit¬ 
ting end to what has been a 
fantastic project - one that 
has allowed both our pupils, 
and those in Germany, to 
make a wonderful contribu¬ 
tion to the First World War 
centenary.”

One hundred candles 
were laid on the memorial 
by guests to mark the war’s 
centenary.

They must play fair 

I SEE that the Heaven Awaits 
licensing hearing has been cancelled 
/ postponed / adjourned, no 
doubt in response to such request 
by Newmarket Town Council, 
primarily to allow the Council to 
be legally represented, which is 
somewhat ironic as the Council's 
representatives at the first hearing 
sought to deny this same right to the 
Club.

Inattention cause 
of fatal car crash 


A USAF Staff Sergeant caused a 
“tragic” crash which killed David 
Rolfe due to her “momentary in¬ 
attention”. 

Candice Griffin, 25, of Friesian 
Close, Beck Row, failed to see a 
car when she pulled out from RAF 
Mildenhall onto West Row Road 
on October 15 last year. 

On Thursday Ipswich Crown 
Court was told that Griffin, who 
arrived in the UK two months ear¬ 
lier, was in collision with a Peuge¬ 
ot car driven by Alison Newell. 

That collision pushed the 
Peugeot into the path of a Mazda 
driven by 75-year-old David Rolfe 
who was unable to avoid a head- 
on crash and suffered fatal chest 
and neck injuries. 

Mr Rolfe was not wearing a 
seatbelt and the airbag in his car

failed to deploy. 

Ms Newell said she saw Griffin’s 
vehicle emerging. She said: “I was 
focusing on the bonnet because 
my sixth sense told me it was not 
going to stop.” 

After braking hard and then be¬ 
ing struck by Griffin’s car, she re¬ 
alised that a second impact was 
going to take place. 

Ms Newell said: “I saw a car 
coming towards me. I had no 
time other than to think that this 
is going to hurt. I heard lots of 
screeching and then it hit head 
on.” 

Witnesses said that Mr Rolfe 
and Ms Newell had been driving 


normally, said Michael Crimp, 
prosecuting. 

Police said Griffin may have be¬ 
gun to turn to travel on the wrong 
side of the road. 

Griffin, who pleaded guilty to 
causing death by careless driving, 
said she looked in both directions 
before moving out but failed to 
look right a second time. 

She is due to be redeployed to 
South Korea and could be demot¬ 
ed due to the conviction. 

ludge lohn Holt described the 
incident as a “tragedy” which re¬ 
sulted from momentary inatten¬ 
tion from Griffin. 

Griffin must complete 100 
hours of unpaid work and re¬ 
ceived a 12 month driving ban. 

She will also pay £1,500 pros¬ 
ecution costs. 


'Report 
people 
who drink 
and drive' 

REPORT drivers who get 
behind the wheel while 
they are under the influ¬ 
ence. 

That is the message from 
Suffolk police this festive 
season so that they can 
catch the “hardcore minor¬ 
ity” who “dice with death” 
and drive while they are 
drunk. 

The police have launched 
their Christmas crack¬ 
down, carrying out extra 
patrols and breathalysing 
any driver who is stopped 
due to concern about how 
they are driving, a vehicle 
defect, or is involved in a 
collision. 

They are also support¬ 
ing a campaign from 
Crimestoppers to urge peo¬ 
ple to anonymously report 
those who they know regu¬ 
larly drink drive. 

From the beginning of 
December until January 1 
2015, road policing officers 
will be targeting drink driv¬ 
ers. 

Chief Inspector Chris 
Spinks, head of the Suffolk 
Roads Policing Unit, said: 
“Drink driving is a priority 
for us throughout the year 
and this seasonal campaign 
gives us the opportunity to 
reinforce the message that 
getting behind the wheel 
over the limit simply isn’t 
worth the risk. 

“Attitudes towards drink 
driving have changed tre¬ 
mendously over the years 
however there remains a 
hardcore minority of peo¬ 
ple who still feel this behav¬ 
iour is acceptable and are 
disking their life and those 
of others. 

“If you know someone 
who is drink driving I would 
urge you to contact po¬ 
lice or call Crimestoppers 
where information can be 
passed anonymously. 

“This call could save a 
life.” 

Call 999 if someone is 
about to commit an of¬ 
fence, or call Crimestop¬ 
pers anonymously on 0800 
555 111 to pass on informa¬ 
tion to police. 


Hotel staff get to the heart of the matter

YOU know you’re in good hands 
when you stay at a hotel in New¬ 
market after staff were given 
training to use their newly-in- 
stalled defibrillator. 

The equipment has just been 
installed at the Bedford Lodge 
Hotel and Spa in a £2,000 invest¬ 
ment last week. 

Chief executive Noel Byrne said 
that although employees had 
never needed to use the device, 
the safety of guests and visitors 


was “of paramount importance”. 

He said: “We are told by The 
Community Heartbeat Trust that 
a defibrillator can boost a heart 
attack victim’s survival by 50 per 
cent, compared to five per cent 
with CPR alone. 

“It is of the utmost importance 
to us to ensure people who visit 
the hotel receive the best care 
should an unfortunate cardiac 
incident occur.” 

The defibrillator emits an elec¬ 


trical charge to the victim using 
a handheld paddle to restart the 
heart, and is one of only a few in 
Newmarket. 

Other defibrillators are located 
at Newmarket Leisure Centre, 
Ditton Lodge Primary School and 
Studlands Park Sports and Social 
Club. 

A team from the St John Ambu¬ 
lance went along to train the staff 
when the device was installed 
last week. 






















Stud antiques to 
go up for auction

ANTIQUES, paintings and art works 
from a stud owner in Newmarket are 
set to go up for auction on Saturday 
afternoon. 

Work which belonged to the late 
Dana Brudenell-Bruce, who owned 
Snailwell Stud until her death last 
year, will be going under the ham¬ 
mer in a Fine Art sale at Lacy Scott 
and Knight in Bury St Edmunds. 

Mrs Brudenell-Bruce was the 
daughter of Stanhope foel, who pur¬ 
chased Snailwell Stud in 1946. 

The pieces going up for auction 
on Saturday are from the estate af¬ 
ter her death aged 83, and are seven 
decades of reminders of the family’s 
life in breeding and racing, the auc¬ 
tion house said. 

And there are many top lots up 
for grabs on Saturday, one of which 
is The Manchester Cup from 1928, 
estimated to go for between £20,000 
and £30,000. 

Edward Crichton, auctioneer and 
valuer at Lacy Scott and Knight, said: 
“Some of these items are valid for 
historic reasons because some are 
from racecourses which no long¬ 
er exist, like the Manchester Cup, 
which closed down many years ago. 

“They’re all very valuable because 
they’re solid gold, and others are 
solid silver. Most trophies in racing 
today are neither. 

“The reason we have got a high 
estimate for the Manchester Cup is 
because it’s solid 15 carat gold. That 
gold weight alone is worth in the re¬ 
gion of £17,000 to £18,000. 

“We have been told it could be the 
best gold on the market this year.” 

A Coronation Cup from Epsom 
in 1970 is also up for auction with a 
gold plinth inscribed with “won by 
Mr Stanhope Joel’s Caliban 4 years, 
trained by Noel Murless, ridden by A 
Barclay”, as well as The Eglinton Cup 
won by Mr Alexanders ‘Moeonides’ 
in 1856, expected to go for £4,000 to 
£ 6 , 000 . 

But Mr Crichton said that for rac¬ 
ing fans, such lots would be invalu¬ 
able. 

He told the News : “We would love 
these items to be sold to racing en¬ 
thusiasts. 

“That would be the ultimate buyer 
for us and the family.” 

Other lots are antique paintings 
including a painting by Alfred Fren- 
fell Haigh of racehorse Bachelors 
Button with a jockey, painted in 
Newmarket in 1905, and wearing the 
family’s jockey silks. 

It is expected to reach an estimat¬ 
ed £1,000 to £1,500. 

Mrs Brudenell-Bruce was inte¬ 
gral in leading the way for women 
in racing, becoming one of the first 
women to be elected a member of 
the Jockey Club, and serving as a 
racehorse steward at Ascot and York. 

She also acted as a director at the 
National Horseracing Museum and 
the Jockey Club Charitable Trust. 

The Racing Post described her 
as “pioneering the way for female 
administrators and officials in the 
sport” in 2013. 

Other notable lots at the auction

‘This is a slap in 
the face for low 
income families’ 


CHANGES to housing policy 
announced by the Govern¬ 
ment will have a ‘devastating 
effect’ on affordable homes 
for rural families, it is feared. 

Cambridgeshire ACRE 
(Action with Communities 
in Rural England), the lo¬ 
cal branch of the country’s 
leading rural network, has 
spoken out after Housing 
Minister Brandon Lewis an¬ 
nounced the removal of Sec¬ 
tion 106 agreements from 
sites of fewer than 10 homes. 

These agreements 
known as planning obliga¬ 
tions - require developers to 
provide contributions, such 
as affordable homes or play¬ 
grounds, to offset negative 
impacts caused by construc¬ 
tion and development. 

ACRE had warned the 
minister that small-scale 
developers may simply stop 
building affordable homes if 
the changes went ahead.

The charity, the national 
voice for England’s 38 rural 
community councils, had 
called on the Government 
to exempt all sites in com¬ 
munities with a population 
under 3,000. 

ACRE’S head of rural in¬ 
sight Nick Chase said: “This 
decision by the Housing 
Minister will have a devas¬ 
tating effect on affordable 
housing for rural communi¬ 
ties up and down the coun¬ 
try. 

“Despite warnings from 
housing associations and 
other rural organisations, 
the minister has gone ahead 
with a policy change that 
could reduce the number 
of rural affordable homes 
on small sites to nil over the 
coming years. 


“This decision takes pow¬ 
er away from local com¬ 
munities who should have 
the right to say what type of 
housing they want in their 
area. 

“This is a real slap in the 
face for hard-working fami¬ 
lies on low incomes. They 
will now find it almost im¬ 
possible to afford a house in 
their community and may 
be forced to move if rents 
continue to rise. 

“There will, no doubt, be 
an increase in housing in ru¬ 
ral areas as a result of these 
changes - but we expect to 
see developers only building 
housing at market prices to 
obtain the greatest profits. 

“More executive homes 
won’t provide a sustainable 
future for our communities.”

A £59 MILLION hub could be built 
in Mildenhall over the next few 
years to bring the community to¬ 
gether. 

The police, the fire service, coun¬ 
cil offices, Mildenhall College Acad¬ 
emy, health and leisure services and 
the Citizens’ Advice Bureau could 
be brought together on a single site 
by 2018 in a “revolutionary” project 
which would put all services under 
one roof. 

The aim of the hub is to bring ser¬ 
vices onto a single site, cutting the 
costs of having separate buildings 
which will need replacing in the 
next 25 years. 

Now, a business case for the pro¬ 
ject has been drafted to bring the 
Hub into its next phase. 

Two options are available for the 
Hub - one will see a whole new site 
being built at Sheldrick Way, or a 
split site could be used by incorpo¬ 
rating offices at College Heath Road. 

With surveys still to be done, the 
project is at an “exciting” point, the 
district council has said. 

Alex Wilson, director at FHDC, 
said: “We have never seen anything 
quite as ambitious as this and hope¬ 


fully it would put Mildenhall on the 
map.” 

Various funding will be available 
for the scheme and the council has 
already received £42,000 from the 
government. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of Forest 
Heath District Council (FHDC) said: 
“Mildenhall is leading the way for 


the UK. If we take the opportunity, 
this could be a first for the entire 
country, a visionary concept that 
will bring schools, council and oth¬ 
er services together to continue my 
promise of delivering more for less 
and making every penny count.”

Sales saw 173 lots sell for 
29,188,595 guineas. 

Earlier in the day, Hugo 
Lascelles bought Ladys First, 
who is in foal to Galileo, for 
1.8 million guineas.

Davyd Andrew, of Toyes Lane, 
wrote: “This outline plan for up 
to 125 dwellings is on land which 
clearly doesn’t form part of the 
council’s own Burwell masterplan. 
It will affect the rural character if 
this land as well as land earmarked 
in the plan is used for village ex¬ 
pansion. 

“Toyes Lane has become very 


busy of recent years not only with 
infil along it but also the surround¬ 
ing neighbourhood.” 

The Burwell masterplan out¬ 
lines a “long term vision for the 
future of Burwell”, and outlines 
how the village can change and 
develop while it retains its “village 
character and community support 
network”. 

Issues addressed in the plan in¬ 
clude school provision, housing 
growth, and the need for new job 
opportunities locally.

Decorations 

from outside 


YOU may be tempted by expensive, 
fancy table decorations and wreaths 
in the shops, but, if you look in your 
garden, you’ll find some brilliant indoor 
adornments for free. 

All you need for an effective table 
decoration, for instance, is a few 
uniform-sized small glass holders into 
which a single cone can be placed, 
topped with a flower such as an orchid, 
as demonstrated by Judith Blacklock, 
principal of The Judith Blacklock Flower 
School, who has taught celebrities 
including Kirstie Allsopp, Gordon 
Ramsay and Keeley Hawes. 

"It's such a wonderful time because 
gardens and hedgerows are full of 
wonderful things you can use at this 
time of year, including bare stems, fir 
cones and berries. Just use your eyes 
and if you see something exciting, you 
can make something wonderful with 
it," says Judith. 

Garden foliage can form the base 
of a cornucopia of decorations. Take 
clippings from evergreens including 
conifers, box, holly and ivy, to make a 
base for wreaths and swags to which 



you can add berries, fruits, baubles and 
bows. 

Common plants which are ideal for 
indoor decorations include Skimmia 
japonica, which has glossy red berries 
and leaves which are much easier to 
handle than holly because they don't 
have the accompanying spikes, Judith 
says. 

"Variegated holly is another great 
choice because of the wonderful 
variegated foliage, while berried ivy, 
Hedera helix 'Arborescens' produces 
black fruits which are at their best at 
Christmas. 


"Fruiting ivy can be found in virtually 
every garden hedgerow and placed 
in a vase with flowers like anemones 
threaded through," she explains. 

"Spray the leaves with gold for a really 
festive effect." 

Add skimmia and bay from your 
garden to traditional wreaths. If 
you want to add bits of dried fruit, 
cinnamon sticks, berries or baubles, 
make sure you have plenty of them 
because, if you only have a few, they 
are much harder to place. 

Judith says: "Go natural - collect, use 
and spray leaves, berries, seed heads 
and cones. The best way to spray is by 
placing your finds in a small box. Spray 
once, close and rattle the box, then 
open and spray again. Smooth textured 
plant material takes spray much more 
effectively that those with a rough 
texture such as teasels." 

I personally always buy a real 
Christmas tree because the clippings 
go some way to creating an impressive 
wreath or table decorations. 

Even if you have an artificial tree, 
you can clip a few branches of your 


own conifer or pine to make it look 
real, Judith notes. 

"Place them at intervals on the fake 
tree's branches, pushing the stem 
ends to the trunk. You'll find it hard 
to tell the difference. You can also 
use Christmas tree off-cuts or conifer 
branches on your mantelpiece, window 
ledge or for a long-lasting centrepiece. 
Cut branches into short pieces and 
insert in foam, add a few roses or 
gerbera to complete." 

Judith has even developed a design 
featuring a brussels sprout base topped 
with skimmia berries and anemones. 
Just cut a piece of foam (keep it dry) 
into a vertical column that is sufficiently 
wide and tall to hold a container. 


Press the container firmly into the 
foam to mould the shape and depth of 
it and then remove the container and 
with a knife cut out the piece of foam 
so that your container will fit. The rim 
of the container should rise just above 
the foam. 

Cut some cocktail sticks in two. Trim 
the spouts so that they have a smooth 
base and insert a stick into the base of 
each sprout, positioning them in the 
foam. Repeat until the foam is covered. 
Pour water into the inner container and 
evenly arrange your foliage, berries and 
flowers. 

Bringing a little of your garden inside 
can really get you into the Christmas 
spirit.

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Viva the Viva in 2015!

THE Viva is dead, but long live 
the Viva, says Vauxhall as it un¬ 
veils a brand new affordable 
small car - albeit without prices. 

The Luton-based company is 
resurrecting the Viva name, last 
seen on cars made between 1963 
and 1979, for a new supermini 
based around ‘durability’ and 
‘practicality’. 

It sits between the city car 
and supermini segments in size, 
at around 2 cm longer than the 
Hyundai ilO and 18cm longer 
tha n a Volkswagen Up. 

However, its real selling point 
is likely to be price. Vauxhall has 
developed it to fend off the likes 
of the ultra-affordable Dacia San- 
dero, as well as strong opposition 
from Kia and Hyundai - although 
since the Viva project was signed 
off, the Koreans have crept a little 
upmarket. 

Vauxhall has chosen not to re¬ 
veal prices at this time, much to 


the frustration of driving schools 
everywhere. 

Vauxhall has not yet said how 
much the new Viva will cost. Agi- 
la prices start at £8,695 and there 
have been reports that its re¬ 
placement could start at around 
£7,500. 


Features of the new Viva in¬ 
clude heated seats and a heated 
steering wheel. After first appear¬ 
ing in the ADAM ROCKS AIR 
and subsequently the New Corsa, 
VIVA is the latest Vauxhall to fea¬ 
ture its new 1.0-litre three-cylin¬ 
der ECOTEC engine.

Drink-driving warning 
flags absorption times 




WHEN will you be safe to drive 
this Christmas? 

Cambridgeshire Road Safet 
points out that it takes a lot 
longer than most people think 
for alcohol to pass through the 
body. 

On average it takes around 
one hour per unit of alcohol. 

2 x large glass wine = ap¬ 
proximately 8 hours 

2 x bottles lager/alcopops = 
approximately 4 hours 
2 x shots = approximately 3 


hours. 

Adding one hour for initial 
absorption to be on the safe 
side gives a staggering total of 
16 hours from when you have 
your last drink. For example, 
based on finishing drinking at 
lam when the taxi arrived to 
take you home from the office 
party, you may not be safe to 
drive until 5pm. 

Because of this, there is a 
risk that people who would 
normally not dream of driving 


after drinking may still be un¬ 
wittingly over the drink-drive 
limit the morning after. This 
includes people going about 
their everyday activities such 
as driving to work, doing the 
school run, popping to the 
shops or to see friends. 

This year marks 50 years of 
campaigning against drink¬ 
driving. “By working together 
we have achieved great pro¬ 
gress since 1964 by helping to 
reduce drink/drive fatalities 


from 1,640 in 1979 to 230 in 
2012. Yet 230 deaths is 230 too 
many,” says the organisation.

Marques with worst suspension named 



SUSPENSION CONCERNS: The Mercedes-Benz R-Class 


A THIRD of all cars 
on the UK's roads 
need repairs to their 
suspension every year, 
and the most likely 
to suffer suspension 
damage are Audi and 
Mercedes. 

The Audi RS6 and 
Mercedes R-Class came 
out worst in a survey 
of suspension damage, 
followed by the Fiat 
Multipla, Jaguar XK and 
Bentley Continental GT. 
Other cars that fared 
badly included the 
Mazda 5, Mercedes CL, 
Chrysler 300C, Jaguar XJ 
and Hyundai Santa Fe. 
These cars are up to 30 
times more likely to need 
suspension work than 
the least prone vehicles 
- among these cars least 
susceptible to suspension 
damage are the Citroen 
Cl and Honda S2000. 

The cause of damage 
to these cars' suspension 
is attributed to the UK's 
heavily potholed roads 
and a proliferation of 
speed humps in urban 
areas. It has led to a 
third of all cars in the UK 
requiring remedial work 
to their suspension every 
year with an average cost 


of £247 for repair work. 

Warranty Direct 
managing director, David 
Gerrans, said: "It is 
almost unbelievable how 
much variation there 
is from one model to 
another when it comes 
to suspension damage. 
Any vehicle driven on 
damaged, poor surfaces 
regularly or used for 
commuting on routes 
littered with speed 
bumps will eventually 


come to grief. London is 
particularly bad for the 
latter. 

"The roads are as bad 
as ever but some cars 
are affected terribly, 
with components 
like bushes, track 
rod ends, drop links, 
springs and dampers 
all susceptible. Instead 
of cheap runabouts, 
luxury vehicles and 
stiffly sprung sports 
cars are most prone to 


breakdowns - with the 
exception of the Honda 
S2000." 

Vehicles made by 
Honda, Isuzu and Toyota 
have the most robust 
suspension systems. 

Less than 3 per cent 
of cars made by these 
manufacturers suffer 
failures annually. Bentley 
performs worst with 
28 per cent of its cars 
suffering suspension 
damage in a typical year.
